it is to this tune that our troops hare2 
marched to thelr greatest victories. Let 
us bave a real Americas anthen. 


For some years an English comm!ttee 
has been at work on Shakspeare me 
moria] plans, the underlying idea belug 
au international] tribute of a last and

signal nature to synchronize with the 
three hundredth anniversary of the 
poet-<iramatist’s death. At first there 
was considerable opposition to the 


)} whole conception. Woud not, it was 


asked, any kind of a memorial be a 
ludicrous anti-climax? Has not the 
world honored Shakspeare for genera- 
tions? Can It pay him greater homage 
and tribute than it does by constantly 
reading and seeing his works, by ac- 
knowledging his literary {immortality 
and placing him above Dante, above 
Moliere, above even the Greek dramat- 
ists? But these objections were dis- 
posed of, and then a new controversy 
srose as to the shape and for:n of the 
proposed memorial. Would a statue be 
appropriate? Should a great }!brary, 
museum, institute be erected to promote 
the study of Shakspeare and of art 
and letters in general? Or sbould a 
national theater be bullt and dedicated 
to the performance of classica: plays, 
Shakspeare, of course, furnishing the 
bulk of the repertory? This discuasiop 
bas continned {n spite of a decision ten 
tatively made some time ago hy the 
executive committee of the morement. 
But the action which the general com- 
mittee has just taken will mark an Lu- 
portant sdvance In the project. It ap- 
pears that this committee, indorsing the 
recommendations of the executive body. 
proposes to raise a million dollars and 
appropriate half of that sum for an 
architectural memorial and the other 
half to the founding of a Shakspearean 
institute. There !s to be an Interna 
tional competition, Imited to Eng!!sh- 
speaking races, for the memorial de 
signs, and ench design must be the work 
of an architect and sculptor coliaborat- 
ing. Aj) clvilized nations are expected 
to join enthusiastically in the proposed 
tribute to the greatest Anglo-Saxon 
poet, and an tnternationa! committee cf 
statesmen, diplomats, authors and art- 
ists will be created to co-operate with 
the English body having direct charge 
of the enterprise. 


OLIVER CROMWELL’S WAY. 





““Unlettered Farmer’ Turned an 
English Parliament Out of Doors. 
Oliver Cromwell, who was absolute 

ruler of England frum 1648 to 165s, al 

though a man of great force of will, 
was crude and uncouth, says the Puns- 
sutawney (Pa.) Spirit. His religious 
fervor amounted almost to fanaticisin. 
He was of vigorous mold and strons 
convictions. He appeared to be equally 
great a8 a military captain and states 
man. He arose to every occasion. Ilis 
vigorous foreign policy made England 
as much feared abroad as the iord 
protector was at home. That this un 
lettered farmer could wrest from the 

hands of Charles I. the scepter of a 

bundred kings, “cut off his head witb 

his crown on it,” as he expressed it, 
and make himself absolute, is one of 
the marvels of history. 

In the long parliament Cromwell! rep- 
resented the County of Cambridge. Sir 
Philip Warwick, a royalist coutempo 
rary, gives the following description of 
him: 

“I came into the house one morning 
well clad and perceived a gentleman 
speaking whom I knew not, very ordi- 
narily appareled, for it was a plain 
cloth sult, which seemed to hare been 
made by an {Il country tallor. His 
linen was plain and not very clean and 
Il remember a speck or two of blood 
upon his little band, which was not 
much larger than his collar. His hat 
was without a hatband. His stature 
was of a good size; his sword stuck 
close to his side; lis countenance swol- 
len and reddish; his voice sharp and 
untunable and his eloquence full of 
fervor, for the subject matter would 
not bear much of reason, {it being in 
behalf of a servant of Mr. Prynne’s, 
who had dispersed libels against the 
queen for her dancing and such like In- 
nocent sports. And he aggravated the 
imprisonment of this man by the coun- 
el] table upon that beight that one 
would have belleved the very govern- 
ment !tself had been In great danger 
by it.” : 

After Cromwell's military successes 
had fired bim with the ambition of 
“taking it upon him to be a king,” bis 
first step was to dissolve the long par- 
liament, which was not disposed to take 
orders implicitly. He repaired to the 
parliament house with a strong mili- 
tary force and after making the follow- 
Ing speech, turned the members out of 
doors: 

“It is high time for me to put an end 
to your sitting In this place, which ye 
hare dishonored by your contempt of 
all virtue, and defiled by your practice 
of every vice. Ye are a factious crew 
and enemies to al] good government. 
Ye are a pack of mercenary wretches, 
and would, like Esau, sell your country 
for a mess of pottage, and like Judas, 
betray your God for a few pleces of 
money. Is there a single virtue now re- 
maining among you? Is there one vice 
you do not possess? You have no more 
religion than my horse. Gold Is your 
god. Which of you has not bartered 
away your conscience for bribes? Is 
there a man among you that has the 


enare for the good of the commonwealth? 


You, who were deputed bere by the peo- 
ple to get their grievances redressed, 
are yourselves become thelr greatest 
grievance. Your country, therefore, 
calls upon me to cleanse this Augean 
stable, by putting a final period to your 
iniguitous proceedings. And by God's 
help and the strength He has given me 
I am come to do it. I command you, 
therefore, upou the peril of your lives, 
to depart immediately out of this place. 
Go, get you out; make haste! ye vena) 
slaves, begone!”

To Pickle Fish. 

In reply to an Inquirer, an old shad 
fisherman had preserved many >arrels 
of fish as follows: Dress the fish, 
splitting clear throngh to the hackbone 
the entire length and removing the 
backbone ff you wish.
